MR. HENRY WATTERSON TELLS 
HIM HE MUST SHAPE IT HIMSELF. 


LovisviLLeE, Ky., Nov. 29.—Mr. 
Henry Watterson this evening ad- 
dressed the Freedmen’s Home 
Preparatory, a colored co-opera- 
tive society formed to purchase 
and colonize Western lands. 

Mr. Watterson remarked first, 
that he wanted to say that he 


never expected to be a candidate 
for any afhiao, and thoicfure, uad 


vo reason tor trying to influence 
their votes; second, that be had 
all his life acted with the political 
organization the least disposed to 
grant them political privileges; 
and, finally, that from childhood 
he had been opposed to human 
slavery. He added that he had 
tried to secare the best and fullest 
freedom. ‘T'wenty years ago they 
had been liberated without a rag 
of clothing to their backs, a roof 
over their heads or a single politi- 
cal privilege- They cou'd not even 
testify in court. It was the duty 
of the government then do some 
thing for them, but beyond citizen- 
ship it had not given, nor woul it 
now give anything. They must 
work for themselves, as every other 
man must.

REV. J. R. RILEY. 


A BRIEF SKETEH OF THE NEW PAS~ 
TOR AT THE 15TH St. PRESBYTE- 
RIAN CHURCH, | 


Rev. J. R. Riley, the new pastor 
at the 15th St. Presbyterian church, 
was born in the State of Missouri, 
near the town of Penyville of slave 
parentage. He was raised in the 
country of Kentucky near the vil- 
liage of Bexton. He entered the 
Toronto German school, where he 
remained three years. e entered 
Knox College, and was the first 
colored man that ever marticulated 
and gradueted from the college. 


among his classmates were Kev. 
W. H. Simpson, D.D., Rev. Fran- 
cis W. Fane, D. D., and Rev. John 
McNabb, D. D. He was licensed 
in St. Andrews church, London, 
Sept. 27, 1867. Leaving Canada, 
he went to Nashville, Tenn., where 
he took charge of the McKee school 
No. 2, for six months, afterwards 
employed as teacher under the 
auspices of the “Freedmen’s Ba- 
reau,” at Johnsonville, Tenn., for 
six months. He was sent from 
there as a Presbyterian missionary 
to Leavenworth, Kansas, where he 
remained nearly two years doing 
missionary work. From there he was 
sent to Louisville, Ky., where he 
wasordained and installed pastor 
of Knox Presbyterian church. Con- 
sidering he is the only colored 
man in this district, Mr. Riley 
has received all the honors his 
Presbytery could bestow, served as 
clerk repeatedly, elected moderator 
once., elected a commissioner to 
the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian church which met in Cin- 
cinnati in 1885. 

He is exceedingly courteous and 
a@manthat wears well. No man 
ever has an unfair or unkind word 
to say of Rev. Riley. In fact no one 
would risk bis own reputation for 
fairness by accusing Rev. Mr. Ri- 
ley with anything mean or low.”
